NUCLEAR NON PROLIFERATION, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOP- 
MENT, AND NORTH-SOUTH/NON-ALIGNED ISSUES, AS WELL AS 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY AND POLITICAL ISSUES. FELLOWS HOPE 
IT WILL BE POSSIBLE FOR THEM TO GAIN AN UNDERSTANDING OF 
HOST COUNTRY VIEWS ON THESE ISSUES THROUGH CALLS ON SENIOR 
POLITICAL LEADERS, PERHAPS INCLUDING HEADS OF GOVERNMENT 
AND MINISTERS, AS WELL AS SENIOR AND WORKING-LEVEL CAREER 
CIVIL SERVANTS. THOSE APPROACHED FOR MEETINGS SHOULD BE 
ASSURED THAT DISCUSSIONS WILL BE OFF THE RECORD AND FULLY 
PROTECTED. FELLOWS SHOULD BE WELL-READ AND WELL-BRIEFED 
AND WOULD PREFER THAT, AFTER 5-10 MINUTE REMARKS, MEET- 
INGS BE DEVOTED TO QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. EMBASSY OFFICERS 
WOULD, OF COURSE, BE WELCOME. 

5. FELLOWS WOULD LIKE OPPORTUNITY TO FAMILIARIZE THEM- 
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SELVES WITH CULTURE OF HOST COUNTRY, AND ARE PARTICULARLY 
INTERESTED SPENDING SOME TIME IN RURAL AREAS. FELLOWS 
ARE PREPARED TO ACT AS HOSTS (IF POSTS SUGGEST) AS WELL AS 
GUESTS AND TO COVER REASONABLE ENTERTAINMENT COSTS. 

6. FOR NEW DELHI: FELLOWS HAVE AIR RESERVATIONS FOR ROUND 
TRIP TO AGRA BUT WOULD PREFER TO DO ONE LEG BY TRAIN OR, 

CONCEIVABLY, BUS. WOULD IT BE POSSIBLE TO FLY FROM AGRA

THIS WOULD BE WELCOMED BY INDIANS. VISIT SHOULD NOT IN 

ANY WAY BE AN ENCUMBRANCE TO OUR NUCLEAR TALKS WITH INDIA. 
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8. FOR CALCUTTA: FELLOWS REGRET THAT LONGER SUBSTANTIVE 
VISIT TO CALCUTTA IS NOT POSSIBLE. FELLOWS WOULD LIKE TO 
SEE AS MUCH AS POSSIBLE, EVEN IF ONLY ENROUTE TO AND FROM 
AIRPORT. 

9. FELLOWS WOULD APPRECIATE POSTS’ ARRANGING TO EXPEDITE 
CUSTOMS/PASSPORT FORMALITIES (THEY WILL HAVE OFFICIAL PASS- 
PORTS) AND ALL BUS OR OTHER APPROPRIATE GROUND TRANSPOR- 
TATION TO AND FROM AIRPORT AND BETWEEN MEETINGS. FELLOWS 
WILL MAKE ALL AIR RESERVATIONS, BUT WOULD APPRECIATE
